Employers are being asked 
by the newly formed Depart¬ 
ment Progresso Laboral, 
DPL, to stop by their offices 
in the APFA building or 
download forms for the Man¬ 
power Planning 2012. Rich- 
enel Stamper of the DPL 
explained they will be accept¬ 


ing the filled in forms after 
September 19 at their Sabana 
Blanco offices, and assessing 
the labor needs of businesses 
beginning October 1 through 
March of next year. 

The purpose of the Man¬ 
power Project is to match the 
right worker to the right posi¬ 


tion, possibly avoiding the 
necessity of importing out¬ 
side labor. Legal residents of 
Aruba seeking work are en¬ 
couraged to register at the 
DPL offices to be eligible for 
these positions. They need to 
bring with them a valid form 
of ID; either a cedula, 


driver’s license or a passport 
and a Afls. 5 paper from the 
Census office. Non-Aruban 
bom residents must be able to 
show a valid resident and 
work permit. 

DPL also offers free con¬ 
sultation to business owners 
in assessing their personnel 
requirements. This is a serv¬ 
ice offered free by the DPL, 
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and managers should ascer¬ 
tain that a qualified and offi¬ 
cial representative of the DPL 
offices is doing the assess¬ 
ment. They can be identified 
by their badge and will carry 
proper identification. Rich- 
enel reminded businesses that 
an official representative of 
the DPL will not require pay¬ 
ment for this service. If the 
individual states otherwise, 
DPL requests they be notified 
by calling 52-5555. 

Mr. Stamper concluded 
ye s terday ’ s informative 

meeting with a request for 
workers to be aware that the 
DPL does NOT handle labor 
disputes or complaints; this is 
still under the jurisdiction of 
the Department of Labor, lo¬ 
cated in the DA Building on 
L.G. Smith Boulevard. 

Since DPL opened their 
doors there seems to have 
been some confusion in that 
regard. The Department of 
Labor has not moved to the 
APFA building, DPL is an 
offshoot comprised of only 
the Job Center and handling 
the investigation of eligibility 
for the issuance of work per¬ 
mits for foreign nationals.

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Ex-media mogul Conrad Black goes 
back to jail 



CHICAGO (AFP) - Deposed 
media mogul Conrad Black 
traded tailored suits for prison 
garb for the second time Tues¬ 
day after failing to fully clear 
himself of fraud and obstruc¬ 
tion charges, US prison offi¬ 
cials said. 

The flamboyant newspaper 
baron and British Lord — who 
once counted politicians and 
pop stars among his entourage 
— reported to prison as a 
memoir professing his inno¬ 
cence and detailing his re¬ 
markable fall from grace hit 
bookshelves. 

Black, 67, was forced out 
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of the global media empire 
he'd built out of his Toronto 
offices in 2003 after share¬ 
holders accused him of engag¬ 
ing in a $500 million 
"corporate kleptocracy." 

US prosecutors charged 
Black and his associates with 
skimming off some $60 mil¬ 
lion from his global newspa¬ 
per empire between 1999 and 
2001. 

They were ultimately con¬ 
victed of stealing $6.1 million 
by awarding themselves tax- 
free bonuses from newspaper 
sell-offs without the approval 
of the board of the Hollinger 
holding company. 

Black had served 29 
months of a 78-month sen¬ 
tence when the US Supreme 
Court tossed out the "honest 
services" law that had formed 
the basis of his 2007 convic¬ 
tion. 

He was released last year 
while his case was reexam¬ 
ined by the courts but only 
succeeded in shedding two of 
the four counts for which he 


was originally convicted. 

That brought the total fraud 
down to $600,000, of which 
Black received less than half. 

At his resentencing hearing 
in June, Black railed against 
prosecutors for refusing to 
concede after he evaded con¬ 
viction on 13 of 17 counts and 
had two more overturned on 
appeal. 

Black's lawyers made an 
impassioned plea to Judge 
Amy St. Eve asking for him to 
be sentenced to just the 29 
months he has already served 
in jail. 

St. Eve instead sentenced 
him to 42 months in prison for 
the remaining counts, telling 
Black, "I still scratch my head 
as to why you engaged in this 
conduct." 

Black will get credit for 
time already served and it is 
up to the Bureau of Prisons to 
determine how at least three 
months of credit for good be¬ 
havior will be factored into his 
remaining term. 


Libyan troops advance on 
Sirte in heavy fighting 


UMM KHUNFIS (AFP) - 
Troops loyal to Libya's new 
rulers advanced at least eight 
kilometres (five miles) towards 
Moamer Kadhafi's hometown 
of Sirte in heavy fighting on 
Tuesday, commanders said. 

One government soldier 
was killed and two wounded, 
while at least one of Kadhafi's 
men lost his life, they added. 

The fighting east of Sirte 
brought fighters of the Na¬ 
tional Transitional Council 
(NTC) to within less than 80 
kilometres (50 miles) of the 
city, one commander told AFP. 

"The clashes were very in¬ 
tense," another commander, 
Mustafa Bendardaf, said. 

"Five enemy vehicles were 
taken out. Three were de¬ 


stroyed in NATO air strikes 
and two were captured by our 
men," he said. 

An AFP correspondent be¬ 
hind the frontline heard intense 
artillery exchanges throughout 
the day. 

Another NTC commander, 
Adel Semfez, said that the 
fighting had been sparked by a 
reconnoitre launched at dawn 
by a unit led by famed rebel 
commander Selim Nabus, 
which had ambushed a pro- 
Kadhafi convoy destroying 
four vehicles and capturing a 
fifth. 

"It was a fairly routine en¬ 
gagement for this front line," 
he added, stressing that it did 
not mark the launch of a major 
offensive on Sirte. 


US concerned about 
Israel-Itirkey row

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States expressed con¬ 
cern Tuesday over a diplo¬ 
matic row between its allies 
Turkey and Israel, urging 
them to "de-escalate" their 
dispute over an Israeli com¬ 
mando operation. 

"We are concerned," said 
State Department spokes¬ 
woman Victoria Nuland after 
Ankara raised the stakes by 
announcing it was suspending 
military and defense industry 
ties with Israel. 

The dispute stems from an 
Israeli commando raid in in¬ 
ternational waters on a Turk¬ 
ish vessel that was taking aid 
to the Palestinian territory of 
Gaza. 

The United Nations criti¬ 
cized Israel for using "exces¬ 
sive" force in the 2010 raid, 
which left nine people dead, 
but upheld Israel's right to im¬ 
pose a naval blockade on 
Gaza. Israel has refused Turk¬ 


ish demands for an 
apology. 

Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton raised 
US concerns about 
the row in Paris last 
week with Turkish 
Foreign Minister 
Ahmet Davotoglu. 
And the United 
States has had discus¬ 
sions with the Israelis 
about it in recent 
days, Nuland said. 

"Our emphasis 
with both the govern¬ 
ment of Turkey and 
the government of Israel is to 
hope that we can de-escalate, 
we can defuse, and we can get 
them back to talking about 
improving their relationship," 
she said. 

"There are freedom of 
navigation issues for both 
Turkey and for Israel. But we 
want to avoid future con¬ 
frontations, and we want both 
of these strong allies of the 
United States to get back to a 
place where they have a good 
working relationship with 
each other," she said. 

On Tuesday, Turkish 
Prime Minister Recep Tayyip 
Erdogan said Ankara had 
"suspended all military agree¬ 
ments, especially the commer¬ 
cial ties in defence industry." 

"Israel has always played 
the role of a spoilt child," Er¬ 
dogan said in reference to Is¬ 
rael's attitude towards the 
Palestinians.

MIAMI — A new tropical 
depression formed over the 
Atlantic Ocean and could be¬ 
come a tropical storm. It is 
expected to pass over or near 
Puerto Rico by Sunday. 

Meanwhile, Hurricane 
Katia is continuing to weaken 
over the Atlantic Ocean and 
is now a Category 2 storm. 

The U.S. National Hurri¬ 
cane Center in Miami says 
Katia’s maximum sustained 
winds had dropped to 105 
mph (169 kph). 

Forecast maps show Katia 
veering to the northeast away 
from the U.S. mainland in the 
coming week. But the hurri¬ 
cane center says large swells 
could affect the East Coast, 
Bermuda, the Greater An¬ 
tilles and parts of the Ba¬ 
hamas over the next few 
days. 

Katia was centered late 
yesterday bout 345 miles 
(555 kilometers) south-south- 
west of Bermuda and moving 
northwest at 9 mph (15 kph). 

The center of Hurricane 
Katia was located about 370 
miles south of Bermuda. The 
storm is moving toward the

northwest near 9 mph. 

The core of Katia is ex¬ 
pected to move over the 
western Atlantic between 
Bermuda and the East Coast 
of the U.S.

Elsewhere in the Atlantic, 
satellite images indicate that 
the shower activity associated 
with a low pressure area cen¬ 
tered about 680 miles west- 
southwest of the 
southernmost Cape Verde is¬ 
lands is gradually becoming 
better organized.

Additional Pension for all citizens! 


ORANJESTAD - Aruba is 
well on the way to becoming 
the third country in the world 
to have an obligatory addi¬ 
tional pension program for all 
private sector citizens! 

This week the Prime Mi¬ 
nister and his advisers pre¬ 
sented the law proposal for 
an additional obligatory pen¬ 
sion plan for the private sec¬ 
tor to members of the 
National Social Dialogue. 

According to the Prime 
Minister, the goal of this ad¬ 
ditional pension program is 
to ensure that citizens in the 
private sector would have a 
decent income when they 
reach their retirement age of 
60. Currently, private sector 
employees who go on pen¬ 
sion receive the govern¬ 
ment’s old age retirement 
fund, which is a mere 
FIs. 1800 for couples and less 
for single people. 

During this week’s Social 
Dialogue, the Prime Minister 
and his advisers will explain 
the contents of the law pro¬ 
posal for which they seek ap¬ 
proval to be sent to 


Parliament. The Prime Mi¬ 
nister requested the group to 
deliberate on the particular 
format that should be used to 
implement the project, and 
what should be changed or 
adjusted. The group was 
given three days to do their 
deliberations. The hope is 
that an agreement can be 
reached in time to send the 
document to Parliament for 
final approval so that it can 
be implemented as of January 
1st 2012. 

The basis for the size of 
the premium is set for 6% to 
be divided equally between 
employer and employee.

The inten¬ 
tion is to start with 2% and 
within three years it should 
grow to the 6% accorded.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
NASA is mulling the worst- 
case scenarios of leaving the 
$100 billion International 
Space Station unstaffed for a 
period of time following the 
crash of a Russian rocket, US 
astronauts said Tuesday. 

Two Americans aboard the 
ISS, Ron Garan and Mike 
Fossum, told reporters in a 
video press conference from 
space that they have begun 
minimal preparations, 
namely taking video of some 
tasks in order to quickly train 
future station staff. 

However, NASA mission 
managers in Houston are 
hard at work on contingency 
plans after both Russia and 
the United States admitted 
that abandoning the research 
outpost, at least temporarily, 
is a possibility. 

’’You have to start working 
right now to say \vhat if? m said 
Fossum. ’’There are a lot of ef¬ 
forts going on to look at all of 
the different options that could 
possibly come into play.” 

Six people — three Rus¬ 
sians, two Americans and one 
Japanese astronaut — typi¬ 
cally staff the research station 
on six month rotations. 

But last month’s failure of a 
Russian Soyuz rocket to lift its 


unmanned Progress cargo ve¬ 
hicle into orbit has raised ques¬ 
tions about the ability of Russia 
to tote people to the ISS. 

The same rocket technol¬ 
ogy is used for crew capsules. 
An investigation into why the 
rocket failed is now in its sec¬ 
ond week. 

Russia’s space agency is 
now conducting a check of 
all its rockets after the disas¬ 
ter, which followed three 
other failed launches of satel¬ 
lites since December in an 
unprecedented catalogue of 
accidents. 

When the US space shuttle 
program ended earlier this 
year, Russia became the sole 
nation capable of carrying 
humans to space. 

"It’is possible that we will 
have a station without people 
on it for hopefully a short pe¬ 
riod of time," said Fossum. 

”We haven’t started any¬ 
thing specific up here pertain¬ 
ing to that except for maybe 
documenting some of the 
things that we do on video so 
we that can use video prod¬ 
ucts for part of the training 
for the next crew,” he added. 

’’The teams in Houston are 
in the preliminary stages of 
deciding everything from 
what ventilation we are going 


to leave running, what lights 
we are going to leave on... 
every tank, every valve, 
every hatch.” 

Some of the more dire pos¬ 
sibilities include a leak that 
could depressurize a big sec¬ 
tion of the lab, or an ammonia 
pump breakdown which 
would disrupt cooling to the 
station. 

A failure in the cooling sys¬ 
tem last year required three 
complex spacewalks to swap 
in a new pump. 

’’The space station does re¬ 
quire some care and feeding so 
it is important for us to be here 
if we possibly can,” said Fos¬ 
sum. 

The ISS, which orbits 350 
kilometers (220 miles) above 
Earth, is a sophisticated platform 
for scientific experiments bring¬ 
ing together space agencies 
from Russia, the United States, 
Europe, Japan, and Canada. 


Japanese electronics giant 
Sony, which suffered a huge 
data breach this year, named 
a former top US Department 
of Homeland Security official 
on Tuesday to lead its cyber¬ 
security efforts. 

Philip Reitinger, who 
worked at US software giant 
Microsoft before joining the 
US government, has been ap¬ 
pointed Sony’s chief informa¬ 
tion officer and a senior vice 
president, Sony said in a 
statement. 

Reitinger will be Sony’s 
top cybersecurity executive, 
responsible for information 
security, privacy and Internet 
safety, Sony said. 

A graduate of Vanderbilt 
University and Yale Univer¬ 
sity, Reitinger was named a 
deputy undersecretary in the 
Department of Homeland Se¬ 


curity in March 2009. 

He resigned from that po¬ 
sition in May. 

Sony’s PlayStation Net¬ 
work, Qriocity music stream¬ 
ing service and Sony Online 
Entertainment were targeted 
by hackers beginning in April 
in cyberattacks that resulted 
in one of the biggest data 
breaches since the advent of 
the Internet. 

Over 100 million accounts 
were affected and Sony said 
it could not rule out that mil¬ 
lions of credit card numbers 
may have been compro¬ 
mised. It has since restored 
its online services. 

The cyberattacks threat¬ 
ened to cause deep damage to 
Sony's brand image and the 
company's efforts to link its 
gadgets to an online network 
of games, movies and music.

Cancers among 9/11 workers 
spark political firestorm 


NEW YORK (AFP) - "Never 
forget!" was the motto of the 
first responders who rushed to 
the burning World Trade Cen¬ 
ter on 9/11, but 10 years on 
some say they have been aban¬ 
doned by their country to fight 
cancer and mounting medical 
bills. 

Once hailed as heroes, 
thousands now say they have 
fallen victim to a host of ail¬ 
ments — from asthma to cancer 
— due to their exposure to the 
toxic debris pile left by the 
Twin Towers’ collapse on Sep¬ 
tember 11, 2001. 

Compensation funds set up 
by the US government do not 
recognize cancer as a condi¬ 
tion caused by exposure to the 
World Trade Center clean-up 
operation, and a political battle 
is brewing. 

"This is almost 10 years 
later. I mean, how do you 
praise guys after 9/11 and then 
just turn your back?" asked 
Jeff Stroehlein, 47, a retired 
New York City firefighter who 
is battling brain cancer after 


working at Ground Zero. 

Stroehlein and others with 
cancer have no doubt that their 
illnesses took root a decade 
ago as they scoured the debris 
for human remains and helped 
clean up the mess for time 
spans ranging from weeks to 
nearly a full year. 

But until last week — when 
a study in the Lancet showed 
that New York City firefighters 
who rushed to the doomed 
twin towers were 19 percent 
more likely to have cancer 
than their non-exposed col¬ 
leagues — there was scant sci¬ 
entific data to back up their 
claims. 

In July, the government’s 
first periodic review of cancer 
as part of the World Trade 
Center Health program found 
that there was "insufficient ev¬ 
idence" to add cancer to the list 
of WTC-related health condi¬ 
tions. 

According to the Fealgood 
Foundation, an advocacy 
group for first responders run 
by John Feal, a construction 


Killer hospital bug 
shows Achilles heel: 
researchers 


PARIS (AFP) - A fungus that 
has become a major threat to 
hospital patients may have a 
hidden weakness, according to 
research published that high¬ 
lights the bug's ability to bind 
to human tissue. 

Candida albicans is wide¬ 
spread among humans, but 
normally does not affect health 
other than as vaginal or oral 
yeast infections, also called 
thrush. 

But in medical settings, C. 
albans is a peril for sick people 
or individuals whose immune 
system has been compromised 
by cancer, HIV or organ trans¬ 
plant. 

It is the fourth commonest 
source of hospital-acquired in¬ 
fections, often through plastic 
surfaces implanted in the body 
such as catheters, prosthetic 
joints or heart devices. 

In the severest cases, nearly 


worker who was injured at the 
site, 1,020 of the estimated 
40,000 WTC workers and vol¬ 
unteers have died from health 
complications. 

A total of 345 members of 
the fire department and 45 po¬ 
lice officers have since died 
from cancer, surpassing the 
death toll on the day itself 
when 343 firefighters and 23 
police lost their lives, Feal 
said. 

One major study of nearly 
10,000 Ground Zero workers 
and residents released about 
five years after the attacks 
found that 70 percent of them 
faced new or worsening lung 
problems after 9/11. 

"Most often what we see 
are the breathing problems — 
the sinus issues, the heart bum 
issues and mental health is¬ 
sues, those are quite common," 
said one doctor, Vrajesh Patel.

The latest research, pub¬ 
lished in a US journal, high¬ 
lights a promising target: the 
mechanism that the yeast uses 
to latch on to human cells and 
colonise them, thanks to a tiny 
part of a protein call Als ad- 
hesin. 

Cota's team used hi-tech 
scanners to probe the struc¬ 
ture of the elusive protein. 

The next step is to test ex¬ 
perimental compounds on 
lab-dish samples of the fun¬ 
gus to see whether this will 
block the binding action. 

The study appears in Pro¬ 
ceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences 
(PNAS).

Cholera still a 
serious threat 
in the 
Dominican 
Republic 

SANTO DOMINGO - The 
death of 20 people in two 
weeks in the Dominican Re¬ 
public does not offer an opti¬ 
mistic control panorama for 
the cholera epidemic, said here 
on Monday Doctor Senen 
Caba, president of the Domini¬ 
can Medical College (CMD). 

Dr. Caba answered ques¬ 
tions from Prensa Latina at the 
CMD venue Monday, and said 
the local Public Health Mi¬ 
nistry does not offer exact or 
transparent data, since a high 
mortality rate by cholera is still 
being registered. 

’’Besides this, the weak 
public investment in the sector, 
which is hardly 1.2 percent of 
the Gross Domestic Product, is 
also adding to the difficulties 
in controlling the disease,” said 
Dr. Caba. 

The most recent outbreaks 
occurred in San Juan de la 
Maguana and Samana, and 
were disregarded by the Public 
Health Ministry. In a commu¬ 
nity called La Victoria, 14 peo¬ 
ple died but they were not 
recognized. 

Dr. Caba said that given the 
conditions of overcrowding, 
lack of drinkable water and ex¬ 
treme poverty, he recom¬ 
mended that people constantly 
wash their hands, chlorinate 
the water with a spoonful per 
gallon, and use latrines to 
avoid infection by excrement. 

If the person feels any 
symptom such as diarrhea, 
vomiting or fever, he or she 
must immediately go to the 
closest primary health atten¬ 
tion center. 

The real statistics of the 
cholera epidemic show that 
more than 250 people have 
died, and sick people since No¬ 
vember 2010 up to now double 
the 15,000 reported by the 
Public Health Ministry. 


Brazil Kaxinawa Indian 'may be world's oldest woman' 


If Maria’s birth certificate is 
right, she is nearly six years 
older than the verified oldest 
living woman 

Maria Lucimar Pereira, a 
member of the Kaxinawa tribe 
in the Amazon, is 121 years 
old, says a tribal rights group. 

It says she has a birth cer¬ 
tificate showing she was bom 
in 1890. 

But the Guinness Book of 
Records says she has not been 
registered with them. The ve¬ 
rified oldest living woman is 
115-year-old American Besse 


Cooper. 

Maria puts her longevity 
down to a healthy lifestyle, 
Survival International said - 
with regular dishes including 
grilled meat, monkey, fish, the 
root vegetable manioc and ba¬ 
nana porridge, and no salt, 
sugar or processed foods. 

She has never lived in a city 
and does not speak Portuguese, 
only the language of her tribe, 
the Kaxinawa, which inhabits 
Brazil’s western Amazon and 
eastern Peru. 

She remains physically ac¬ 



tive, community leader Carlos 
told Survival - walking around 
the village telling stories and 
visiting grandchildren in 
neighbouring areas. 

Guinness World Records 
said it had no record of contact 
from Maria Lucimar Pereira or 
anyone on her behalf. It said 
the oldest verified living per¬ 
son remained Besse Cooper. 

”We would be very inter¬ 
ested in hearing from anyone 
who believes they are older 
than this [and] can provide 
documentary evidence,” the 


company’s Damian Field said. 
But Survival says her birth 


certificate, which it has a copy 
of, was issued in 1985

Van der Sloot charged 
with murder 



LIMA — Peruvian authori¬ 
ties have charged Joran van 
der Sloot with murder in the 
death of a Peruvian woman. 

Van der Sloot was arrested 
in June of last year, but was 
not formally charged until 
Thursday. 

Prosecutors are asking for 
a 30-year prison sentence and 
a restitution payment of 
$73,000 to the family of 
Stephany Flores. They also 
charged van der Sloot with 
theft. 

Charged alongside van der 
Sloot were three Peruvian 
driers who allegedly helped 
him flee into Chile. Prosecu¬ 
tors want five-year prison 
sentences for them and fines 
of about $1,800. 

Flores was found dead in 
van der Sloofs Lima hotel 
room in May 2010. Police 
say van der Sloot took money 
and bank cards from her wal¬ 
let and fled to Chile, where 
he was arrested a few days 
later. 

Earlier this month, Flores' 
family urged prosecutors to 
file charges, warning that van 
der Sloot could be released 
by December unless the case 
goes ahead. Under Peruvian 
law, if a suspect's trial doesn't 


begin within 18 months of his 
arrest, he is set free. 

Investigators delivered 
their case file to prosecutors 
in June for a decision on 
charges. 

No date has been set for 
trial. But the Lima-based 
court said, in a news release, 
that a hearing on the case has 
been scheduled for the morn¬ 
ing of September 12. 

At the hearing, prosecu¬ 
tors will present the charges 
and van der Sloofs lawyers 
will be given the chance to 
respond. 

The defendant has re¬ 
ceived a notice to appear for 
the proceeding, to which 
journalists and TV cameras 
will be allowed access, the 
court said. 

Van der Sloofs attorney 
said that the defense was ex¬ 
pecting the charges to be 
filed, given the high-profile 
nature of the case. 

"We think 30 years is too 
much for this crime since it 
was an isolated incident with¬ 
out any further acts of vio¬ 
lence," Luis Jimenez Navarro 
said. "We have had cases in 
Peru under similar circum¬ 
stances that have gotten less 
than 25 years."

Europe debt crisis, US woes 
weigh on V\fell Street 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
stock markets slumped Tues¬ 
day amid fears that Europe’s 
sovereign debt crisis was spin¬ 
ning out of control and con¬ 
cerns about the United States's 
own shaky economy. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average dropped 100.96 
points (0.90 percent) to close 
at 11,139.30, its third straight 
trading day with triple-digit 
losses. 

The broader S&P 500 fell 
8.73 points (0.74 percent) to 
1,165.24, while the Nasdaq 
Composite, buoyed by surpris¬ 
ing strength in the tech sector, 
slipped only 6.50 points (0.26 
percent) to 2,473.83. 

US stocks plunged more 
than two percent after markets 
reopened from a long holiday 
weekend with investors con¬ 
cerned that Greece would fail 
to meet debt-cutting goals and 
that Germany would drop sup¬ 


port to the latest Greece bailout 
plan. 

The global jitters sent US 
government debt, a traditional 
safe-haven asset, briefly surg¬ 
ing to new record highs. 

The yield on the 10-year 
Treasury note dropped to a his¬ 
toric low of 1.929 percent be¬ 
fore bouncing back. Bond 
yields and prices move in op¬ 
posite directions. 

The turnaround was 
boosted by positive data on the 
US service sector, which grew 
more than expected in August, 
according to a monthly survey 
by the Institute for Supply 
Management. 

The ISM index of non-man¬ 
ufacturing activity rose to 53.3 
percent last month, up from 
52.7 percent in July. Any level 
above 50 indicates growth. 

Investors hunting for bar¬ 
gains also helped the stock 
market pare its early losses, 


with gains by technology com¬ 
panies like Apple and Netflix, 
both up 1.5 percent. 

International Paper surged 
8.9 percent after the paper and 
packaging company said it had 
reached a $4.3 billion takeover 
deal with its rival Temple-In¬ 
land, whose own shares sky¬ 
rocketed 25.3 percent. 

Sunoco jumped 5.3 percent 
after the fuel vendor an¬ 
nounced it was exiting the low- 
margin refining business. 

Bank stocks ended the day 
with sharp losses, with Bank of 
America down 3.6 percent, 
Citigroup off 2.5 percent and 
JPMorgan Chase down 3.4 
percent. 

The yield on the 10-year 
Treasury note dropped to 1.98 
percent from 2.00 percent late 
Friday, while that on the 30- 
year bond dropped to 3.24 per¬ 
cent from 3.31 percent. 


UN agency warns austerity measures 
could impact growth 


GENEVA (AFP) - The global 
economy will grow by 3.1 per¬ 
cent in 2011, but austerity 
measures in eurozone coun¬ 
tries could pose a risk to the 
economic recovery, the United 
Nations said Tuesday. 

"Global GDP is expected to 
grow 3.1 percent in 2011, fol¬ 
lowing an increase of 3.9 per¬ 
cent in 2010," the United 
Nations Conference on Trade 
and Development (UNCTAD) 
said in a summary of its flag-

ship report. 

However, "with the unre¬ 
solved euro crisis, the reap¬ 
pearance of severe debt 
market stress in the second 
quarter of 2011 and the 
prospect of austerity measures 
spreading across Europe, there 
is a high risk that the eurozone 
will continue to act as a signif¬ 
icant drag on the global recov¬ 
ery," it said. 

The causes of this possible 
stagnation, he explained, were 
fiscal retrenchment and low 
wage recovery. 

"For the first time in the 
United States we do not have 


wage increases anymore.... We 
have a wageless recovery. 

These lowered expecta¬ 
tions, Flassbeck said, would in 
turn lead to lower consump¬ 
tion and investments. 

The report's summary high¬ 
lights the need for boosting 
global demand as a way to 
ward off these economic risks, 
including for example, "an ex¬ 
plicit policy of increasing 
wages" in certain countries, 
such as Germany. 

Finally, it proposed a series 
of financial regulations, for 
example, to limit speculation 
and regulated exchange rates.

Chinese firms to strengthen 
Venezuela iron sector 


CARACAS (AFP) 
Venezuela on Tuesday an¬ 
nounced agreements worth 
more than $500 million with 
three Chinese companies to 
boost iron production and 
transport in the latest 
strengthening of bilateral ties. 

The first contract will see 
Hong Kong-based Wisco In¬ 
ternational Resources Devel¬ 
opment provide machinery 
and spare parts for railroads 
at a cost of $200 million, the 
state news agency AVN re¬ 
ported. 

The other two agreements, 
with the China Communica¬ 
tions Construction Company 
(CCCC), for $161 million 
each, will improve iron trans¬ 
port infrastructure in and 


around the eastern river port 
of Palua and dredge the 
Orinoco River. 

Venezuela's President 
Hugo Chavez has moved to 
strengthen ties with China in 
recent years as a counter¬ 
weight to the United States, 
which he frequently de¬ 
nounces as an "imperial" 
power. 

China has invested heavily 
in Venezuela's oil, gas and 
mining sectors in recent years 
and has sold Caracas 18 Chi¬ 
nese K-8 fighter jets. 

The two countries have 
also agreed to build a $140 
million observation satellite 
in Asia and launch it from 
South America in 2012.

"I started to take things I 
liked, an idea or a play, and I 
filmed it. I've made five or six 
movies on my own, which no¬ 
body knows about," he said. 

"Looking for Richard got 
away, now Salome has got out 
too," he joked. 

But the 71-year old, who 
turned up to the press confer¬ 
ence in a white silk shirt with 
several buttons undone — ap¬ 
parently the same one that he 
wore to a party on the island 
the night before — said he had 
no plans for the future. 

"My future? It's blank," he 
said.

Olazabal 'saddened'

SOUTHAMPTON (AFP) - 
Captain Alastair Cook led 
from the front as England 
took a 1-0 lead in the one-day 
series with a seven wicket 
win over India here at the 
Rose Bowl on Tuesday. 

After Saturday's no result 
in Durham, Cook made 80 
not out as England over¬ 
hauled India's total of 187-8 
made in their 23 overs, with 
five balls to spare, after the 
match was shortened because 
of rain. 

The skipper is not in Eng¬ 
land's Twenty20 team and 
there were suggestions that 
he could leave himself out 
when the match was trun¬ 
cated. 

But he made nonsense of 
those opinions as he and 
Essex clubmate Ravi Bopara 
(24) milked the Indian bowl¬ 
ing attack, missing some of 
its bigger names, after Cook 
and Kieswetter had got Eng¬ 
land off to a rapid start. 

Cook, not considered a 
one-day player until he was 
made captain at the start of 
the season, got to his seventh 
one-day international 50 in 
37 balls, controlled the run 


chase and even unveiled a re¬ 
verse sweep. 

With eight overs left the 
run rate was down to a run a 
ball and with wickets in hand 
England cruised home. 

Kieswetter got the Eng¬ 
land reply off to a flyer mak¬ 
ing 46 from 25 balls with 
three sixes, including two 
successive sixes from the 
spin of Ravichandran Ash- 
win. 

Kieswetter has attracted 
some criticism for making 
good starts and not finishing 
the job off and was guilty of 
that again as he was trapped 
leg before in the seventh 
over. 

Bell came in and immedi¬ 
ately hit two fours off the 
back foot to help England 
race past the 100 mark in the 
tenth over and break the back 
of their target before he holed 
out at extra cover for 25. 

India's total was built on 
54 from Ajinka Rahane - in 
just his second one-day inter¬ 
national - and a whirlwind 40 
from Suresh Raina, made 
from 19 balls. 

With the match shortened 
Raina was in Twenty20 mode 


as he hit three fours and three 
sixes and accelerated the In¬ 
dian run rate towards the end 
of the innings before he was 
well caught by Ben Stokes in 
the final over. 

Tim Bresnan took two of 
his three wickets in that last 
over but the pick of the Eng¬ 
land bowlers was Graeme 
Swann who finished with 3- 
33 from five overs and gave 
his captain some control 
when India looked like get¬ 
ting away in the middle 
overs. 

Rahul Dravid chipped in 
with 32 and opener Parthiv 
Patel made 28 of the first 30 
runs before he was caught be¬ 
hind off James Anderson. 

The third international in 
the five-match series takes 
place at the Oval in London 
on Friday. 

Spain 
qualify for 
Euro 2012 

Defending champions Spain 
qualified for Euro 2012 after 
a 6-0 victory over Liechten¬ 
stein here on Tuesday. 

Victory sees the Spanish 
join Italy and Germany in 
having qualified by right, this 
trio joining joint hosts Poland 
and Ukraine. 

The somewhat controver¬ 
sially world number one 
ranked team Holland, beaten 
by Spain in last year's World 
Cup final, are all but certain 
to join them as they beat Fin¬ 
land 2-0 away to make it eight 
wins from eight qualifiers and 
need a point from their two 
remaining matches. 

One of those is against the 
only team that can catch them 
Sweden, who beat woeful San 
Marino 5-0 leaving the losers 
pointless and having con¬ 
ceded 46 goals in their nine 
matches. 

England too took a giant 
step towards the finals with a 
somewhat fortuitous 1-0 win 
over Wales at Wembley, Ash¬ 
ley Young's early goal prov¬ 
ing just enough, though, 
veteran Welsh striker Robert 
Earnshaw will have night¬ 
mares for a long time to come 
at how he came to miss an 
open goal. 

The Euro 2000 champions 
France, though, still have it all 
to do as they stumbled to a 0- 
0 draw away against Romania 
on a terrible pitch, but with 
Bosnia beating Belarus 1-0 
the French have just a point 
advantage over them. 


SPAIN —(AFP)Ryder Cup 
captain Jose Maria Olazabal 
is saddened some of Europe's 
leading golfers, and those ex¬ 
pected to be the backbone of 
next year's European team in 
Medinah, have made them¬ 
selves unavailable for next 
week's Seve Trophy. 

The two 10-men teams 
were announced Tuesday by 
the European Tour and miss¬ 
ing from the lists were three 
of the world's top four golfers 
- Luke Donald, Martin 
Kaymer and Rory Mcllroy. 

Also electing not to com¬ 
pete in the Great Britain & Ire¬ 
land v Continental Europe 
clash at Saint-Nom-la-Breteche 
in France are former US Open 
champion Graeme McDowell, 
England's Paul Casey and Swe¬ 
den's Robert Karlsson. 

"I'm sad that all our top 
players are not going to be 
playing in the Vivendi Seve 
Trophy after his death this 
year," said Olazabal as he 
practiced Tuesday at Hilver- 
sum, venue for this week's 
Dutch Open. 

"But I also know that with 
the top players in the world 
they do have their commit¬ 
ments like the FedEx Cup in 
America, getting world rank¬ 
ing points and in Luke Don¬ 
ald's case trying to finish top 
of both the European and US 
money lists. 

"So they cannot appear at 
every event, and I am sorry 
they won't be there but be¬ 


cause I understand their situ¬ 
ation I certainly will not hold 
it against them at the Ryder 
Cup in a year's time." 

Olazabal's choice of Paul 
McGinley as defending GBR 
& IRL captain is seen by the 
Spaniard as a litmus test of his 
leadership capabilities ahead 
of the likelihood of the 2014 
Ryder Cup captaincy. 

Olazabal picked French¬ 
man Jean Van de Velde to 
take charge of Continental 
Europe. 

McGinley commented: "I 
am delighted that Darren 
(Clarke), Lee (Westwood) 
and (Ian) Poulter are playing 
as it will bring a heightened 
level of interest and excite¬ 
ment to the tournament," said 
McGinley. 

"And from a Tour point of 
view, and with my Tourna¬ 
ment Committee hat on, it all 
goes well for the future of the 
event that Lee, Darren and 
Poulter are playing. 

"But looking at both sides, 
Jean's side looks stronger and 
they will be favourites. How¬ 
ever that's okay as were un¬ 
derdogs last time and we won 
by five points." 

McGinley would not be 
drawn into discussion on 
Mcllroy or McDowell not 
competing next week. 

"I'm not going to comment, 
so don't drag me into that, and 
besides I'm not going to criti¬ 
cise any players not playing 
next week," said McGinley.

FLORENCE (AFP) - Substi¬ 
tute Giampaolo Pazzini 
scored a late goal to lift the 
gloom around the Stadio 
Artemio Franchi here on 
Tuesday and send Italy to the 
European Championships 
next year with a 1 -0 win over 
Slovenia. 

Until that moment the Az- 
zurri looked to be heading for 
a frustrating night and the 
need for another point to se¬ 
cure their path to Poland and 
Ukraine. 

But a defensive mix-up be¬ 
tween Marko Suler and Bost- 
jan Cesar left Pazzini to 
smash home from five yards. 

They now have an unas¬ 
sailable lead atop qualifying 
Group C despite Serbia's win 
over the Faroe Islands. 

But the three points will do 
little to paper over the cracks 
of another largely uninspiring 
performance against poor op¬ 
ponents, in which Italy should 
have sealed victory long be¬ 
fore Pazzini's goal. 

Coach Cesare Prandelli 
put the victory down to 
courage. 

"It was the victory of 
courage. We dominated in 
midfield but couldn't break 
through and that's why I went 
to three forwards (in the sec¬ 
ond half)," he told RAI TV. 


"It was difficult to find in¬ 
tensity, they kept things very 
tight but all we needed was a 
goal to create more space and 
you saw that after we scored." 

Prandelli also defended the 
pitifully poor attendance of 
just 18,000 people. 

"It's not because they don't 
care it's just a strange time but 
we'll try to attract more peo¬ 
ple through our perform¬ 
ances," he added. 

Just as they had done in the 
Faroes on Friday, Italy started 
at breakneck speed, creating 
their first chance within 60 
seconds as Giuseppe Rossi 
beat a dawdling backline only 
for Jasmin Handanovic to 
save his powerful finish with 
his feet. 

Playing in his home sta¬ 
dium, Riccardo Montolivo 
ghosted into the box to drift a 
header wide from Federico 
Balzaretti's cross and then 
Daniele De Rossi latched 
onto Montolivo's pass but 
shanked his effort wide. 

All that was within the first 
six minutes. 

Rossi screwed wide after 
being set up by Antonio Cas- 
sano following more good 
play from Montolivo and then 
Thiago Motta failed to get 
significant purchase on his 
shot from Cassano's chip over 


the top. 

Italy's worst miss came 
from De Rossi as he some¬ 
how failed to turn in Monto¬ 
livo's centre from two yards 
out with the goal at his mercy. 

The defensive Slovenians 
created little but did twice 
bring Italy goalkeeper Gian- 
luigi Buffon into the game 
from fierce strikes by Dare 
Vrsic and Robert Koren. 

The hosts finally burst into 
life midway through the half 
as De Rossi was denied twice 
in quick succession, first in an 
almighty goalmouth scramble 
and then from close range 
from a right-wing cross. 

But the visitors then al¬ 
most committed suicide with 
Suler's awful backpass pro¬ 
ducing an even worse attempt 
to control from Handanovic 
who then had to make a slid¬ 
ing tackle to deny Pazzini an 
open goal.
